Ten Commandments of Shooting Safety

4. Be sure of your target and what is beyond it. 

5. Use correct ammunition. 



6. If your gun fails to fire when the trigger is pulled, handle with carel 

7. Always wear eye and ear protection when shooting. 

8. Be sure the barrel is clear of obstructions before shooting. 



9. Do not alter or modify your gun, and have guns serviced regularly. 

10. Learn the mechanical and handling characteristics of the firearm 
you are using.

EXPLANATION OF OPERATION 

Gr.'isj) the forc-omi firmly and pull buck, wliich moves action bar into re 
ceiver. 'Hie action bar draws the breech block below the recoil shoulder i: 
the receiver; at the same time while the block is moving backward, the firim 
pin, which is in the brccch block, is cocked. Near the end of backward stroke 
the breech block turns the carrier to bottom of receiver, allowing the shell t< 
come from the magazine back upon the carrier. The arm is now in positioi 
as shown in "Sectional View," "Action Open." 

Pushing the fore-end forward moves the carrier up .with the shell until th 
shell is brought into the barrel and locked there by the breech block. The sea 
cannot be disengaged from the firing pin, because the trigger cannot read 
the sear until the breech block has locked the shell securely in the barrel. 

The gun may be made "safe" by pushing the safety toward the rear, whei 
the trigger cannot be pulled. The fore-end cannot be pulled back when th< 
gun is cocked because the action is locked by the j..ction bar lock engaging ir 
slot in side of receiver. This may be released either by firing the arm or h--- 
pressing the release button on the right side of receiver, when the action ma.] 
be opened, if it is not desired to fire the shell. 

Assume that the gun has been fired — the arm is then in position as showi 
in Sectional View,” ‘ Action Closed." Pull back fore-end. The extractor or 
the front end of the breech block grasps the rim of the shell and pulls it out 
The shell is held in the top of the receiver by two ribs until drawn fully out o: 
barrel when the e.xtractor, extractor spring and ejector spring, which are ir. 
top of the receiver, push the empty shell straight down and out of the button 
of the receiver. 

CARE OF FIREARMS 

A firearm should be cleaned as quickly as possible after shooting. Dela;i 
causes the fouling to become sticky and hard, making removal difficult 
REMINGTON Powder Solvent is highly recommended for this purpose. 

Always clean the barrel from the breech. All REMINGTON firearms are 
made in Take-Down style so they can be cleaned in this manner. If cleaned 
from the muzzle the dirt is pushed back into the action and the cleaning rod 
is apt to bend or break the e.)ector spring causing failure to operate properly. 

Another effective means of cleaning is by -the use of boiling water, which 
should be poured through the barrel. 

Care should be taken that the barrel is thoroughly dried, then greased with 
a heavy grease, preferably REMINGTON Gun Grease. 

When-the gun is again used the grease should be carefully removed. Al] 
mechanism and surfaces should be cleaned and lubricated with a thin oil. 

Rem Oil, which has been developed after long and careful experimental 
work at our arms factory, is highly recommended for this purpose. It is in 
general use at our plants. 

The sear spring located in bottom of breech block should be kept screwed 
in as far as possible. Do not remove barrel lug screw or attempt to remove 
barrel lug or barrel yoke, as these have been carefullv adjusted by special 
factory tools. 

If stock becomes slightly- loose from shrinkage of wood it should’be tight- 
ened immediately by removing butt plate and turning bolt tightly, using a 
long screwdriver in deep hole of stock.
